Regulations made under Artic le 12 of the Plant Protection Ordinance 1924. 


(April 1st, 1924). 


1. The Removal of Plants. 


Cilrus plants or any parts or fruits thereof may not be moved from any 
part of Palestine into the Sub-District of Jall'a.

(b) For the control of the Beetle Borer of almond trees: 

All heavily infested trees must be cut down, the roots dug up, and all 
parts of the tree destroyed by (ire. 

(c) For the control of the Black and Bed Scales:

Fumigation by means of hydrocyanic acid gas. 

(d) For the control of locusts immediately upon the notification of the 
appearance of locusts: 


1. The places where the flight locusts have rested and laid their eggs 
must be distinctly marked by landowners and reported immediately to the 
Sub-District Governor or District Governor. 
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(Pregnant locusts usually select sandy banks, and deposit their eggs in 
compact, cylindrical masses in the ground). 

2. Locusts observed to be laying must not be disturbed in order to 
confine egg-laying to definite small areas rather than to scattered groups 
spread over a* large area. 

3. The places where egg-laying is known to have taken place must be 
ploughed over, the clods broken up* and the egg masses exposed to the sun 
or collected and burnt. 

4. Mukhtars must report, immediately, to the Sub-District Governor or 
District Officer the arrival of flight locusts in their villages, stating when, and 
in what direction the-locusts leave, and if they have been observed to lay eggs, 
in which case the Muklitar will immediately mark the place in the manner 
stated above. 

5. All inhabitants of the village, including children, must be sent out to 
collect egg-masses. 

0. Mukhtars must arrange for a careful watch to be made for young 
locusts which may hatch and move towards cultivation. In such case the 
whole of the able-bodied inhabitants of the village must be turned nut Some 
of them should be employed to dig a trench of a sufficient depth and at right 
angles to the movement of the locusts; the remainder should be employed, by 
means of sticks, bunches of reeds or branches of trees, to drive the crawling 
locusts towards and into the trench, the earth of which should be thrown up 
on the far side from the advancing locusts to form a bank. 

When the locusts have been driven into the trench, this is to he Idled in 
with earth which must he well trodden down. 

7. The locust poison must also be utilized according to the printed 
instructions.
